The lait letiers from Germany give us room to ex. | 
pect the {peedy return of the Archduke Charles to the 
head of the army ; forme even affert that he has already 
aflumed the command of it. The confirmation of this 
news is the more defirable as:it would de(troy a rumour, 
but t60 muth believed, of a mifunderftanding between 
his Royal Highnefs and the Emperor’s ,Minifters.— 
Should the Prince io reality have retired, from any fuch 
caufe, we might whol!y defpair of a Monarchy, the Go- 
vernment of which fhould thus lofe fight of its deareft 
interefts. 

Whether the Archduke is, or is not at the head of 
his army, it has remained in a ftate of inaétion fince 
the beginning of April. From whatever caufe this may 
arife, it is to be regretted that his Highnefs has been 
prevented from marching again{t Switzerland with 
30,000 men, between the sth and 15th of April. At 
prefent, the face of things is much changed ; the Trench 
have had time to recollect themfelves; to receive a re 
inforcement of three divifions,  confilting of 28,000 
men ; to fortify feveral pofls, and to quell the infurrec- 
tions ; and, by their b!oody executions, to force a great 
part of the national militia to join their fate to that of 
their oppreffors, and to march to the frontiers under 


“their orders. 


It is much more eafy to eftablifh a tyranny, than to 
overthrow it, efpecially in fo {mall a country as Swit- 
zerland, when it is neceflary that all the inhabitants 
fhould be unanimous; where an atrocious revolution 
has engaged the minds of many in mutual hatred ; and 
where 60,000 foreign ‘troops can oblige thofe capable 
of fervice to march under their ftandards, or perith by 
the hands of the‘ executioner. If there is any thing 
{till more execrable than the ufurpation which the Di- 
rectory has exerted over the liberty, property, and in- 
dependence of Swifferland, it is the atrocious means 
by which they retain them under their yoke; and by 
which they compel them to fhed their blood to eftablith 
the flavery of their country. 

The report {pread in certain public papers, that the 
Auttrians had taken Ferrara, and that the French had 
retired to Milan, on the 23d of April, is without 
foundation. - Ferrara is a fortified place, to which the 
French have added -new works, and provided it with 
artillery and a confiderable garrifon. It canoot, there- 
fore, be reduced, without a fiege; and there has not 
been time fufficient to take it by famine. 

By abandoning the Mincio, General Scherer, now 
fucceeded by Moreau, has opened the Breffau, the 
‘\Cremonefe, and Ferrarefe, to the Imperialifts—Brefcia 
and Cremona are open towns and without defence; the 
firft has a fortified caftle, but which cannot hold out a 
fortnight. The French have fought their fafety behind 
the Oglio and the Adda. This {pot is marked by na- 
ture, and rendered celebrated by the campaigns of M. 
de ‘Vendome, Catinat, and Prinee Eugene, in the war 
of the fucceflion, as well as by the war of 1741. The 
French line extends from Bergamo, by Lodi, Caffano, 
and'Borjo. Should Moreau be attacked on the Adda 
and lofe a battle, he will be obliged te retreat as far as 
Piedmont ; andthe whole Milanefe will then be deli- 
vered. 

The combined Imperial and Ruffian armies conftirute 
More than 70,000 men, ootwith{tanding the lofs fuf- 
tained by the former in the actions from the 26th of 
March to the 5th of April; but not more than 45,000 
at the utmoft can advance, becaufe Mantua, Pefchiera, 
and Ferrara, where the French have 18,0co men, 
would inceffantly harafs the allies, if they left no arm 
af obfervation to-keep in check the garrifons of thofe 
places. 

Reckoning all the re-inforcements Moreau has re- 
ceived, he has not more than 35,000 or 40,000 men 
under his immediate orders. It is fuppofed he has en- 
joined the 15,0c0 men which were in the Neapolitan 
States, and thofe fcattered over the Ecclefiaftical do- 
minions and Tufcany, to fall back with all expedition 
on Modena ; but thefe troops could not reach their def- 
tination before the begioning of May. They mutt, be- 


| fides, find great difficulty, if they quickened their 


march, in fecuring their baggage, their artillery, and 
the collections of which they have defpoiled the galle- 
ries of Naples and Florence. Harafled by the natives, 
their retreat muft be attended with confiderable danger 
and no trifling lofs. 

A vifible difcouragement, unknown fince the year 
1793, is apparent in the French armies. The defer- 
tion in that of Switzerland is confiderable. On the 
18th of April, 29 dragoons, mounted, deferred from 
Rheinech to Feldkirch, pafling the Rhine. Thefe 
fugitives complain bitterly of the brutality and rapine 
of their officers, and the mifery and want in which they 
left the reft of the troops. 

The Moniteur of the 3d of May, confirms the ac- 
count of the French Plenipotentiaries being attacked 
on their leaving Raftadt, by a patrole of Auftian Huf- 
fars—that Jean Debry efcaped covered with wounds, 
and his two colleagues, Robertjot and Bonnier, have 
difappeared, being killed or carried off by the Huffars. 
This circumftance had a much greater effect at Paris, 
than all the defeats of Italy. 


FORGERY ON THE BANK. 

Friday, a man underwent a private examination be- 
fore fome of the Direftors, and Mr Winter, the Soli- 
citor for the Bank of England, charged with uttering a 
two pound note, knowing it to be forged. He was 
apprehended in ‘Thames Street, attempting to circulate 
this note ; and, upon being fearched, feveral more of 
the fame fort were found upon him. On his exa- 
mination, he confeffed his guilt, and pleaded for mercy, 
faying he would make every difcovery in his power of 
all concerned in this forgery. He admitted having cir- 
culated a great many of thefe notes, particularly to 
butchers. He keeps a fhop at Wandfworth, and deals 
in a variety of articles. Warrants were granted by the 
Lord. Mayor to apprehend his accomplices; and he 
was committed to the New Compter for further exami- 
nation.

We are at length enabled to ifate Portugal or Ca-

Intéllioence of thefe facts, collected from a_ variety of 
concurrent circum{tancet, was yelterday tranfmitted by 
Minifters to the Inifh Government, to diflipate the alarm 
which has prevailed there fince the failing of the holtile 
{quadron. 

We yelterday received a letter from Plymouth, upon 
whofe anthority we implicitly rely, which relates—— 
* That an American thip from Lifbon for Hamburgh 
was on the sft inft. boarded, 14 leagues S. W. of U- 
thant, by a Britith frigate, the Captain of whom inform- 
ed that the Britith fleet, then in fight, and carrying a 
prefs of fail, was going in purfuit of the French to the 
fouthward, having information that they were bound to 
Lisbon.” 

The Spitfire, of 10 guns, on the sth, boarded an 
American brig, which informed Capt. Seymour, that 
on the goth ult. in lat. 46, long. 9, fhe paffed within 
twamiles of a 74 gun thip and a corvette, full of troops 
ftanding under a crowd of fail, S. W. They did not 
thew colours, but were evidently French. 

The Repulfe of 64 guns, one of Ad. Wurrsnen’s 
fquadron, on the 7th boarded a Dane, which {tated, 
that on the 28th ult. in lat. 46, long. 9, fhe faw the 
French fleet, fteering S. W. 


It appears highly probable, that the object of the 
French was to furprife our fleet under Lord St Vin- 
CENT, eruizing and divided between Cadiz and Gi- 
braltar ; but this is happily prevented by the intelligence 
communicated through the Childers; and as the gal- 
lant Admiral poflefles a force competent to a contcft 
with the Breft fleet, even aided by the fquadron from 
Ferrol, we truft he has been enabled to engage them 
before the Cadiz fleet got out, and rendered it expedi- 
ent, in order to prevent ‘an unequal combat, that he 
fhould feek a junGion with Lord Baiprort, which, if 
fought for, has probably, ’ere this, taken place. 

Sir Sypvey Smita has fucceeded Captain Trow- 
BRIDGE ia the command of the Britith {quadron off the 
Nile. His lait difpatches are dated the roth of March, 
at which time he was making arrangements to deftroy 
the tranfports at Alexandria. We underftand that feve- 
ral Frenchmen had deferted from the fhore to our thips, 
among{t whom were fome officers, and that their re- 

rt of the fituation of Buon aparre and his army ma- 
terially differed from the ftatements received through 
the French and German journals, the deferters repre- 
fenting the army as deftitute of almoft every neceflary, 
reduced in numbers, and depreffd in fpirit. 


The Zealous, and Culloden, of 74 guns each, have 
rejoined Lord Newson ; and Sir Sypaey Smyru’s 
fquadron confilts of Le Tigre and Swiftfure, of 74, 
Lion, of 64, and feveral frigates. 


The Royal Sovereign of 110 guns, Atlas of 98, and 
Sylph of 18, failed from Cawfand Bayon Thurfday 
evening to the weltward; but, in the courfe of the 
night, the Atlas was taken a-back in a fquall, and car- 
ried away her main-top-ma(t, in confequence of which 
fhe was obliged tu return next morning. 


Yefterday a mail from Lifbon reached town: I: was 
brought to Falmouth by the King George Packet in 
12 days; we underftand it to be wholly unproduc- 
tive of news. Whenthe King George left Lifbon, 
the only Britith veffels of war in the Tagus were Lord 
Netson’s prizes. On the 27th, the Packet faw a fri- 
gate, which was fuppofed to be the Caroline or Flora, 
and which was the only veffel fhe fell-in with during 
her paflage. 


A letter from Jamaica of thc 7th March, ftates, 
that Admiral Vanperut’s {quadron, comprifing three 
fail of the line and five frigates, had, off the Havannah, 
captured a Spanifh fhip of 50 guns, from Campeachy, 
with wood, and fent her for Halifax. 

Captain Puitips, of the American frigate Balti- 
more, has, we underftand, been cafhiered, and render- 
ed incapable of future fervice, for having fuffered his 
fhip to be fearched by a Britifh man of war. 

The prices of jnfurance from this country for the 
Ems, Elbe, and Wefer, has lately been reduced 1 
and 2 per cent. viz—Neutrals to Embden, 4 ret 21 — 
—Britifh to Bremen and Hamburgh, 3 ret 141.—and 
neutrals to thofe ports, 3 to 4 per cent. 

Government, through the agency of the Pott-of- 
fice, have eftablifhed a daily exprefs between the me- 
tropolis and Holyhead, for the conveyance of their 
difpatches.
